The report of the statistical st cr' • 
tary of general synod I.utheian 
church contains the following; In 
1900, there were reported 1,501 
churches, an increase of 16 over the 
last report; preaching stations 186, a 
decrease of 2; 161 prayer meetings, a 
loss of 173. In the ssaiin yeiir i;:'." 
students for the ministry were receiv- 
ing instruction. 44 less than In 1898. 
The church continues to increase in 
the number of catechumens, 88.23 u 
receiving instructiont^ during the last 
biennium. a net gain of 422 over the 
preceding biennium. There has been 
a net decrease in losses as well as In 
accessions, the net decrease being 
862. 

The estimated value of the church 
property In the general synod Is $12,- 
865,656, a gain in valuation of (235.- 
612, On this property the indebted- 
ness is $1,221,146, a decrease of |43,- 
862. The number of Sunday schools 
reporte(l Is ].»!;i8, an Increase of 94. 
The schools have 23.Soa officers and 
teachers, an increase of 214; a schol- 
arship of 195,035. an increase of 8,340. 
The grand total of contributions was 
$3,333,739, an Increase of $110,832 
During the biennium receptions of 
ministers into ihv general SyUOd 
were 86 and the losses 54. 

Prof. B. J. Wolf -of Gettysburg. Pa., 
created a sensation by biS' report on 
the condition of the church, saying 
there was a woeful lack of spirituality 
and Godliness in the denomination, 
and that the fire of piety had Imrned 
low. He said: "Our church has suf- 
fered Terr seriously from defective 
government and as long as loud 
voices are heard for individualism and 
uubrldhnl lilirrty, as long as the gen- 
eral good must be subordinated to 
the rights of private Judgment, our 
progress must halt Md our instltu 
tlons lang uish." 

Reformed Presbyerlans. 

Pittsburg, June 3. — The Roformed 
Presbyterian Synod of North America 
adopted resolutions respectfully urg- 
ing the commissioners of uniltorm 
state laws to recommend iu iiieir 
forthcoming report on divorce laws 
only such legislation as is In har- 
mony with the law of Christ, which 
sanctions/ the dissululion of marriaKC 
ties only for adultery and such wilful 
desertion as admits of no remedy. 
The report of the national reform as- 
sociation was read by the Rev. J. M. 
Foster and laid on the table to allow 
the pr— b yUriea to report 

Exports to Spain. 

Washington, June 3.— Commercial 
relations between Spain and the Unit- 
ed States seem to be fully restored 
and it la , not improbable that Ameri 
can exports to that country in the fis- 
cal year 1901 will be greater with pos- 
sibly a single exception than in any 
preceding year. Exports from the 
United States to Spain in the nine 
months ended with March, 1901. were 
valued at |11,87»,849, against |io, 
081.980 in the corresponding months 



of last year and 17,091,048 in the cor 
re^i)ondlng period of the fiscal year,

LABOB VERSUS CAPITAL, 
Progress of the ^strikcH hikI Loekoiits. 
Wttlkuiit llleiiul. 
Toronto, Ont., June 3. — .\ report 
that President O'Connell of the Inter- 
national Machinists' association had 
■aid that the action of the machinists 
of the New York Central, in Buffalo, 
who struck on Saturday was precipi 
tate and contrary to the constitution 
* the order, was referred to Mr. 
Connell, but he declined to say any- 
thing until he had interviewed the 
liuffalo delegation. The matter will 
r'ome befort' the convention, but in 
any event it is evpected the arliitra- 
Uon committee cannot approve of the 
Strike as it had not been sanctioned 
by three-fourths of all machinists on 
the Central's system as provldud for 
in the constitution. . 

Outbreak Feared. 

New York, June 3, — The Crocker- 
Wheeler company Is preparing for 
'.rouble at its extensive works at Am- 
pere, a suburb of Newarlc. N. J. The 
iOO employes of the company are par- 
ticipating in the general strike of ma- 
ihlnlsts for shorter hours, without n 
iuction of wages. The company has 
decided to try to run its plant with 
non-union men. It is when the first 
installment of non-union men Is 
brought to the works that an out- 
break among the strikers is feared. 

Situation at Chicago. 

Chicago, June 3. — Manufacturers 
and the l.tluo machinists who have 
struck, apparently settled down for a 
siege. The strikers put out pickets in 
military fashion, but so far as is 
known, no attempts were made to ( n- 
gaRe non union men. The picketR are 
divided into companies and these sub- 
divided into squads under the com- 
mand of captains and sergeants. At 
stated periods, each squad ia relieved 
by another. 

Strike Delayed. 

Dayton, O., June 3.— Through tlie 
influence of tlie state board of arbitra- 
tion the strike which was to have 
been declared by the employes of the 
Peoples' Street Railway company on 
Saturday has at least been delayed 
and may be declared off entirely. In 
this event the state board will devote 
its attention to the labor disturbances 
existing between employers and em- 
ployes in other branches of Industry. 

Returned to Work, 
Hartford, Conn., June S. — Eighteen 

hundred men who have been on a 
strike here returned to work in six 
machine shops, the companies having 
granted their demands for a 9-hour 
day with 10 hours' pay. while agree- 
ing to recognise local shop commit- 
tees, but not the union committees. 
About 700 machinista from other 
shops are still out. 

Paper Mills Tied Up. 
Holyoke, .Mass., June 3. — ICverr p.i- 
per mill in the city except the Whit- 
ing and Valley mills la shut down on 
account of the strike. Conferences 
are being held with the textile manu- 
facturers, but the indiiat iiMis and 
expectations are that ail firemen in 
the textile mills will go out the latter 
part of the day. 

Machinists Go Out. 
Newport News, June 8.— In accord- 
ance with the plan announced several 
days ago about 300 machinists struck 
at the Newport News shipyard. All 
other departments of the yard remain 
unaffeetad. 



For a Nine-IHour Day. 
Saginaw, Mich.. June 8. — All the 
machinists on the Pere Marquette 
railroad system wont on a strike for 

a 9-hour day. 

^ Went Into Liquidation. 

Lomlon. June 3. — The shan holders 
of the British- American corporation 
agreed at a meeting to go into volun- 
tary liquidation. The corporation was 
closely alBllated with the London and 
Oloba Finance corporation, limited, 
whose suspension In December last 
caused so much excitement on the 
stock exchange. Lord Dufferin was a 
director of the British-American as 
well as of the London and Globe cor- 
poration. The meeting was one of 
the stormiest held. When the chair- 
man said that owing entirely to the 
London and Globe's default the lirit 
Ish-Amerlcan corporation could not 
continue business. ^ he was assailed 
with all kinds of hostile demonstra 
tions and cries of "The same old 
gumt ," and *'ar« yoa not aahaned to 
face usT"

"Wheplinp, \V. Va., June 3. — The sec- 
ond section of a working train on the 
Pittsburg, Ohio Valley and Cincin- 
nati railway crashed Into the first 
section near Powhattan. killing two 
and injuring over 2fi persons. There 
were 28 Italians in the caboose of the 
first S( I lion when It was struck in 
the rear end collision. The dead are: 
Amelia Chan, who leaves a large fam- 
ily and John Meting, who survived 
the wreck for an hour. Tony Zwe- 
trine and Barney .Mi tzniski w.'i-e so 
badly Injured that th< y will die. Oth- 
ers were seriously Injured, There are 
twenty Injured Italians being cared 
for by the physicians. Nearly all of 
the Italians liv( d iti n< llaire, Ohio. 
The accident occurred in a fog. 

American and Yellow Peril. 

Paris. Jtme 3. — In tlu^ chamber of 
deputies .M. Des Tournelles de Con- 
stant asked the foreign minister. M. 
Delcasse, for a statement on the Chi- 
nese situation. In the course of his re- 
marks, the d( puty alluded to Amer- 
ican business (ompi tition, saying the 
".Anierifan i»eril" was advancing to- 
ward them with methodical rapidity. 
The Napoleons of American industry 
declared openly that their enterprise 
meant the conquest of Europe and her 
economic ruin. The "yellow peril" 
was more distant than the American 
peril, but the Chinese had given a 
warning which ought not to be neg- 
lected. M. Delcasse replied in a re- 
assuring manner regarding China, lie 
said tlie Fr» n( h troops would leave at 
the earliest possible moment. Tlie 
powers only insisted on measures of 
Justice, having the character of repar- 
ation for the past and guarantees for 
the future. 



A Trial Spin. 

Newport. R. I.. June 3. — The syndi- 
cate's Am.?ricas cup defender Consti- 
tution was given a tiial si)in. Fiom 
her moorings slie headed for fieaver 
Tali and thence over toward the .N'ar- 
ragansett Pier shore, and coming 
about, put out to sea in the vicinity of 
the lightship. For some time, out 
where the wind was freshest and 
with plenty of sea room, the ya( ht 
was sent hither and thither, close 
hauled and on long reaches. Then 
she was put about and coming before 
the wind, swept into the bay, making 
a splendid spectacle for a racing 
yacht 

Squeeze In July Wheat. 

Chicago. June 3. — Rumors of a cor- 
ner in July wheat were rife on tlie 
board of trade. Despite a situation 
which otherwise would have caused a 
decline In prices, July wheat sold up 
to 7G=?4. 1>4 cents higher than Satur- 
day's close. The buying was led by 
an influential commission house 
which during the past fortnight is 
said to have absorbed 10,000;000 bush- 
els of wheat for delivery next month. 
The opportunity for squeezing shorts 
it is said, lies in the fa( t tliat con- 
tract st<H ns in Cliii aiio are now less 
than 6.oo^i.u)Mi bushels. 



Meat Prices Increased. 
New York. June 3. — The butchers 
of this city have announced an In- 
crease in the price of meats. The 
wholesalers have increased the price 
of carcasses to 8\ and !• cents a 
pound, an Increase of about one ( ■■in 
over ruling prices. Retail prices will 
be advanced as follows: Sirloin 
steaks, advanced from 16 and 18 to 18 
and 20 cents a pound; porterhouse 
from 20 and 2S to 22 and 26 cents; 
round st* ak from 16 to 18 ceuta a 
pound and roasts from U'^ and 17Vz 
to 12 and 18 ceiits a pound. 

What McLaiirin May Do. 
Bennetsville, S. C. June 3.— There 
are good reasons for believing that 
Just prior to the meeting of congress 
in December, Senator McLaurln will 
resign and request Oovernor Mc- 
Sweeney to appoint his successor. 
Should the senator do this, it is un 
derstood he would expect the gov- 
ernor to appoint a man representing 
the same political views as Bryan and 
Tillman, and the senator would meet 
this man in i;hi2 on the Hustings 
with the purpose of regaining bis 
place in the senate. 

Narrowly Escaped Lynching. 
Pittsburg, June 3,— Benjamin Setty, 
alias Watsbn. 28. narrowly escaped 
lynching at thde bands of an infuriated 
mob of 600 citizens of McKeesport, 
Pa. Setty is alleged to have assault- 
ed a 4-year-old daughter of Thomas 
Sullivan. The police were forced to 
use their maces to keep back ^te 



crowd while Setty was taken to the 
police station. The child is an un- 
connclouB condition and may not re- 
cover. Great excitement still pie 
vails in McKeespoit and the prison is 
Strongly g uarded. 

SLOW IMPBOYE MEHT 

ffoped For In Mrs. >IcK«nley*s Cen- 
dltloD— Nolmmndlate ONBgcr. 

Washington, June 3.— Hope of slow 
hnprovement In Mrs. McKinley's con 
iltion was hfdd out by the attending 
physicians after an hour's (on.sulta 
tion. in which Dr. William Osier of 
Baltimore Joined. Dr. Osier is profes- 
sor In the medical department of 
Johns Hopkins college and has a na- 
tional rtputatidii a.s a diagnostician. 
The result of the consultation ia con- 
sidered encouraging. The statement 
that there was no immediate appre- 
hension, coupled with prospect for 
slow improvemt'nt, < aused sonie relief 
to the many anxious inquirers wlio 
called at the White House for news 
from the sick room. The president 
was distinctly more cheerful after the 
physicians had announced the result 
of their consultation. 

Bonlne Case. 

Washington. June 3. — The case of 
Mrs. Lola Henri ifonine, h(dd for the 
killing of young .\yres, the census 
bureau clerk at the Hotel Kenmore 
several weeks ago, was presented to 
the grand jury. The grand Jury <• :il 
be occupied with the case sevi al 
da,\ s. If an indictment be reported a 
continuance will be asked until ili« 
October term of court Mrs. Bonlne 
will not be a witness before the grand 
Jury. 

Hotel Burned. 
Bristol, Tenn., June 3.— The Hotel 
Falrmount was destroyed by fire. It 

was valued at ?l 00,0(1(1. Including fur- 
nishings. The fire originated in the 
fourth story ;. id was beyond control 
before being discovered. The build- 
ing was not used as a hotel, but was 
occupied by Recorder C. O. Jones and 
Colonel J. M. Dartlett. It was bufit 
in ISiiii by Major A, D. Reynolds and 
Colonel Uarlett at a cost of $T5,U00. 

Grand Army Rates. 

Chica,go. June :!.— The Western 
Passenger association, it is announc- 
ed,, has voted against huthorizing a 
rate of one cent a mile to the G. A. II, 
encampment at Cleveland. It Is 
thought o'rfain, however, that the 
roads win ta!:e independent action in 
this matter and allow the rate, the 
Central Passenger association roads 
already having authorized it 

Linen Goods Trust. 
New York. June 3. — Under the title 
of the American Shirt and Collar com- 
pany a $20,000,000 linen goods manu- 
facturers' trust will be Incorporated 
under the laws of this state. It will 
control completely the wholijeale 
shirt and collar trade of the country. 
A tentative agreement has already 
been signed by eight of the largest 
manufacturers in Troy. 

McLaurin to Hold en. 
Columbia. S. C. June 8. — Governor 
McSweeney recdved a letter from

Tien Tsin. June 3.— There was a 
serious affray between international 
troops. Some British fusiliers who 
were acting as police here sought to 
pievc-nt French soldiers from house- 
breaking when they were afta( ked 
with bayonets and bricks. The fusil- 
iers In self defense fired in the air. 
This brought a number of Germans 
to the aid of the Frenchmen. They 
numbered together 200 men. Five 
fusiliers fired again, killing a French- 
man and wounding three others. In 
subsequent fighting, four fusiliers, 
live Germans and one Japanese were 
wounded. The arrival of a German 
oitk er and a strong guard ended the 
affray. 

Departure of Waldersee.

It seems the Sbawanese 
still sighed for the companionship of 
their a(loi)teil lirother, and four of them 
undertook to bring him back to his 
former Indian home. They haunted 
Boone's Station and laujfht him at last 
outiiide of it at work, eays Peck, in hie 
tobacco barn. Booue submitted ao good- 
uature<lly that Ids deliKhtfd red Itinfolke 
allowed him logo up into the loft of the 
barn, bh he reqoeeted, to >;et eome line 
tobacco to carry alouK. In a twinkle be 
sprang down upon tht iu with an armful 
of dry tobacco that he scatttTcd as he 
fell, and before the blinded and sputter- 
ing savages could recover themselves he 
was safe witliin hie stockade."
